A President’s Trip Over the Coast Line

executive, 

Those were busy days for the boys 
on the Coast Division, as well as for 
employes on other divisions over 
which the train traveled during the 
time it was on Pacific Lines between 
El Paso, Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Ogden. Members of those train 
and engine crews have a right to 
recall those days with pride. While 
the eyes of the nation were on them, 
théy performed their jobs with the 
smooth precision that marks perfec- 
tion.

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For many weeks before President 
McKinley’s party reached the Pacific 
Lines, every detail of preparation for 
handling the train had been carefully 
planned under the personal direction 
of Chas. M. Hays, then president of 
Southern Pacific, and Vice President 
and General Manager J. Kruttschnitt. 

After a few days in Southern Cali- 
fornia, the special party left Los An- 
geles early the morning of May 10, 
1901, for the trip by way of San Fer- 
nando, Saugus and Santa Paula to 
Santa Barbara. There the train was 
taken over by officers and crews of 
the Coast Division under Superintend- 
ent J. A. Frazier, 

Locomotive No. 1457 was selected 
to pull the train from Santa Barbara 
to San Luis Obispo, After being 
thoroughly overhauled at the old 16th 
Street Shop in San Francisco, it was 
draped with flags and bunting by pro- 
fessional decorators in San Francisco 
and was run to Santa Barbara by En- 
gineer H. I. Bell 
and Fireman A. 
R. Pidgeon. 

“At Santa Bar- 
bara we were 
joined by J. c. 
Martin, road fore- 
man .of engines, 
and Thomas Cant- + 
well, traveling~ 
fireman,” - recalls * 
Mr. ‘Bell, who -is‘ 
still. running: ‘in 
passenger service 
on Coast Division. 
“We spent a 
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couple.-of days getting the engine 


2 Jyeady; one feature being a tank of 


hand-picked and hand-loaded’ lump 
ecoal, Metal work was polished, pilot 
nuts and stack painted in the national 
colors, and the whole engine was 
cleaned so that it fairly glistened in 
the sunlight, and made a very strik- 
ing appearance. After walking around 
the engine twice, one of the commit- 
teemen handling arrangements for 
the special told me it was the finest 
looking engine that had coupled onto 
the train since it left Washington, 
D. C., and shaking me by the hand, 
said: ‘And I am glad to see a young 
man is running it.’” 

The train left Santa Barbara 
promptly at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Engineer Bell and Fireman Pidgeon 
were in the cab with Road Foreman 
of Engines Martin and Traveling 
Fireman Cantwell. Conductor A. H. 
Holbert, with Brakemen J. A. Crossen 
and W. Moore, handled the train 
which consisted of 1 composite car, 
dining car, three Pullman cars, and 
the President’s private car, “Olympia.” 
In addition to President and Mrs. 
McKinley, there were twelve men and 
nine women in the official party, in- 
eluding Secretary of State John Hay 
and several other cabinet officers. 

Construction on that portion of the 
present Coast Line between Ellwood, 
near Santa Barbara, and Surf was 
just recently completed and had been 
opened for traffic but a few weeks. 
Journalists and newspaper men trav- 
eling with the special party were 
lavish in their praise of the scenery 
along the new railroad line built on 
the cliffs bordering the Pacifie Ocean. 
Two of President McKinley’s nieces 
rode in the cab of the engine all the 
way from Santa Barbara to the first 
stop at San Luis Obispo. 

“A short stop was made at San 
Luis Obispo,” relates J. C. Martin, 
who was then road foreman of en- 


gines and in charge of operating ‘the 


special train over Coast Division. Mr... 


Martin is now retired on pension-and 
lives at Santa Rosa, Calif. “The 
President made 2 speech from. the 
platform of his -car,” Mr.’ Martin 
states. “Locomotive No... 1456, :with 
Engineer James J. Rockwell and Fire- 


man Wm. Bohrmeister, replaced the- 


engine-that had pulled the train from 
Santa Barbara. We proceeded .on 
slow schedule from San Luis Obispo 
so that members of the -President’s 
party could get a good rest during the 
night. Engineer Wm. J, Brown and 
Fireman Chris H. Deitrick were on 
the Helper engine. that -picked us ‘up 
at Salinas. As was the custom in 
handling this train on all divisions, a 
pilot engine was’ run ten minutes 
ahead of the special-to insure a clear 
track, Also a watchman was stationed 
at every bridge, and all leading point 
switches were spiked. ‘We arrived at 
Del Monte at 2.a,m. About 8 o’clock 
the President and his party left the 
train and went to Hotel Del Monte, 
later in the day visiting Monterey 
and Pacifie Grove. 

“The next day was Sunday, and it 
was intended that a day of rest would 
be spent at the hotel. Mrs. McKinley, 
however, was taken sick and Mr. 
Kruttschnitt instructed me, about 9 
a.m, to make up a train to rush the 
President and his wife to San Fran- 
cisco, The utmost secrecy was main- 
tained and the special, composed of 
Locomotive No, 1456, a composite car 
and the ‘Olympia, left Del Monte 
with but few people knowing about 
it. We made San Francisco and re- 
turn without special incident, leaving 
the President and Mrs. McKinley 
there. 

“The following morning, May 13, the 
remainder of the party left Del Monte 
for Santa Cruz. A side trip was made 
to the big trees on a special train 
over the narrow gauge South Pacific

Plans for the President’s’ trip ‘into 
the Northwest ‘were. abandoned. ‘The 
entire party remained .in\San Fran- 


‘eisco until] Mrs. McKinley had -recov- 


ered sufficiently to travel. At 10 a..m. 
May 25, the special train was :pulled 
out of Oakland by another profusely 
decorated locomotive. Employes of 
Western, Sacramento and Salt Lake 
divisions handled the train with the 
same care and efficiency previously 
shown on other divisions, and at 6:30 
p. m. May 26, President McKinley's 
special left Pacific Lines at Ogden.

MERICAN ‘business ‘is ‘spending 
more ‘than ‘one billion dollars a 
year on‘advertising, 

The: outside observer of the great 
and growing clamor of modern -ad- 
vertising may well be excused if he 
frequently asks, like the befuddled 
character in a recent Broadway show, 
*What’s all the shootin’ about?” 

In this brief talk I am going to at- 
tempt the difficult task of telling you 
‘what the shootin’ is about,” at least 
insofar as railroad advertising is 
concerned. 

There is, in the first place, a great 
deal of confusion in the layman’s 
mind as to what advertising is. Some 
think of it as.an adventitious growth 
upon the business structure, or as a 
combination of fancy writing and the 
pictorial art. As a matter of

scorn ‘attractive -art Work: and good 
writing, -He cannot afford to turn up 
his nose ‘at psychology, despite all the 
“puncombe ‘that is being’ written and 
-talked.about it. -He-is-dealing with 
the problem of reachirig the elusive 
human mind; and pictures and words 
are his tools and some knowledge of 
psychology,. whether «instinetive or 
not, is essential as ‘his guide. He 
must ‘use these things. But on the 
other hand he must ‘avoid the pitfall 
that engulfs many \an advertising 
man—of getting so involved as to 
think of these factors as ah end in 
themselves. His test of a piece of 
art work must not be “Is it a pretty 
picture?” but “Will it help sell my 
goods?” His test of reading matter 
should not be “Is it fe writing?” but 
“Will it sell my goods?” And the same 
test. applies to whatever theory he may 
be using as to how the human mind re- 
acts tocertainappeals and suggestions. 

Here is an advertisement of adver- 


tising, published by a large advertis- 
ing agency, that will perhaps help to 
give a clearer conceptioh of our sell- 
ing problem. It shows on a small 
raised platform the members of a 
typical family--father, mother, son 
and daughter. Gathered around them 
and clamoring for their attention are 
a number of salesmen for various 
things—the architect with plans for 
a new house, the modiste with new 
gowns for mother and daughter, .an- 
other with a radio, and so on. The 
salesman of. railroad transportation 
might well have been shown in this 
illustration. 

Now, there is the father, the bread- 
winner. His income is of fixed limits, 
be it great or small, After purchas- 
ing food, shelter and clothing, the 
actual necessities of life for himself 
and his dependents, he has a certain 
number of surplus dollars, in the 
spending of which he and his family 
can exercise a wide option. The great

plain fact, however, advertis- 
ing is an essential, integral 
part of modern business— 
the strong arm of every or- 
ganization that markets its 
product to a major section of 
the general public.

Our job as salesmen, whether 
advertising salesmen or per- 
sonal solicitors, is ‘first . to 
“persuade them to ‘spend their 
money ‘fora trip, and ‘second 
to “spend it ‘with the particu- 
Jar railroad we represent. “In 
this «work, advertising has 
the first part: in:predisposing 
the prospect “in favor :of -buy- 
ing --railroad ‘transportation, 
and -the ‘ticket ‘agent ‘or soli- 
citor has ‘the final -part of-ac- 
tually: closing -the ‘sale. 

“Now let ‘us-consider some 
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of the difficulties of that job, so far 
as advertising is concerned. The 
volume of advertising for general 
commodities is increasing rapidly. The 
total amount of money spent for ad- 
vertising in-the United States, as be- 
fore mentioned, is more than $1,000,- 
000,000 a year. Against that vast flood 
of advertising, which each year be- 
comes more adroit and harder hitting 
as advertisers are forced to become 
more resourceful or die, our own rail- 
road advertising is competing for the 
attention of the public. In the news- 
papers and magazines, moreover, we 
have to compete also for the attention 
of the reader against articles and 
stories in the regular news and edi- 
torial columns of the publications. 


“Tricks” Don’t Work 


In the first place, then, we have to 
make our advertising interesting, to 
give it “attention value.” We can no 
longer do that through mere tricks of 
typography or illustration. The people 
of this country have become too so- 
phisticated to be taken in with such 
primitive tactics. If we did attempt 
now to use such tricky methods, as 
were quite common before present- 
day development of the advertising 
business, we would antagonize more 
people than we would sell. Hence, we 
must suggest in pictures and text the 
most attractive feature of our mes- 
sage, dramatized and personalized to 
an extent where we may reasonably 
expect to catch the quick passing eye 
of the reader. 

Once we have got his attention, the 
real job begins. We have to show 
him wiy he should spend his money 
for our service. Slogans and trade- 
marks are not enough. Merely put- 
ting the information in front of him 
is not enough. With pictures and 
with text, with appeal to the emotions 
as well as to the mind, we must cre- 
ate a desire for use of our service and 
show the prospective customer how he 
will get his money’s worth and more 
by spending it for railroad trans- 
portation. 

(Mir, Ingram here presented ex- 
amples to indicate the wide range of 
strategies in advertising used by vari- 
ous railroads. He continued:)

that there are several ways of doing 
a good job of advertising for any 
commodity or railroad. However, it 
is nearly always a mistake to attempt 
to use all of the methods, styles or 
media available, lest in so doing the 
central advertising plan fall apart and 
no definite impression be made upon 
the public mind. I mention that par- 
ticularly because I know that in every 
railroad organization many good sug- 
gestions from friendly sources have 
to be rejected, in order that the ad- 
vertising money and effort may be 
concentrated where careful analysis 
of the whole problem has shown it 
will do the most good. 

Now it might be well to sketch out 
rapidly our general plan, as typical 
of the advertising job of a large rail- 
road, 

In the first place, we try to create 
an interesting and colorful back- 
ground for the railroad. The posters 
which you see at our stations and in 
our ferry boats and trains represent 
one phase of the work of creating a 
background and at the same time 
“high-spotting” the chief scenic at- 
tractions served by our lines. 


Main Theme 


More far-reaching is our campaign 
in national periodicals. Here we seek 
to present a picture of the transcon- 
tinental service as a whole—where 
our through service reaches and what 
that service is. The central theme is 
based on the variety offered by our 
four main routes—“Only Southern 
Pacific offers choice of four great 
routes for transcontinental travel; go 
one way, return another, and see the 
whole Pacific Coast; get the most in 
travel experience for the time and 
money you spend.” This selling 
message is introduced after the 
reader’s interest has been ensnared 
with illustrations and headlines pre- 
senting the popular appeal of the his- 
toric and scenic features of the terri- 
tory directly served, because we 
realize, as before mentioned, that the 
advertising must, first of all, be in- 
teresting. We have attempted to 
dramatize our story; to personalize it, 
too, a8 you will see that people are 
shown in virtually all of these ads.

It is our opinion 
that these advertisements, specifically 
directed to such trains as the.“San 
Francisco Overland Limited,” “Golden 
State Limited,” and “Sunset Limited,” 
have the effect of bringing prestige to 
the entire service. 


“Bargains” in Fares” 

The campaign in national periodi- 
cals is followed up with localized 
newspaper advertising, emphasizing 
the chief features of service or fares 
that we have to sell from each lo- 
cality. Excursion fares are played up 
vigorously with black type in bargain 
style, in much the same way that cut- 
rate sales are advertised by local 
stores. 

In a special series of newspaper ads 
being used at various points, the com- 
petitive advantages of train travel 
are stressed in the headlines, “Rest 
and Relax—Travel by Train,” “Sleep 
as you Ride,” emphasizing the ad- 
vantages of sleeper service in certain 
cases; and so on. Enough of the train 
schedules are specifically quoted to 
indicate the convenience of the service. 

Because Southern Pacific in Cali- 
fornia offers so many phases of serv~ 
ice to so many points, we have re- 
cently adopted the department store 
method of combining many features 
in one ad in larger newspapers.

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Veteran With Longest Service Dies 


Roger Trewick, right, locomotive engineer who held 
iongest service’ in history of Souther Pacific, died 
tecently at his home in’ Pacific Grove. The picture 
above was taken two years ago on the last day of the 
veteran's service when he retired on pension at the 
age of 70 after more than 47 years with the Company. 


EATH. took. one of Southern 
D Pacifie’s most distinguished 

veterans from the honor roll 
of pensioners when Roger Trewick, 
retired locomotive engineer of Coast 
Division, succumbed to an attack of 
pneumonia on February 25 at his 
home in Pacific Grove, Calif. He had 
been sick for two weeks and seemed 
to be recovering when fatally stricken 
by a sudden relapse. He was 72 years 
old. 

Funeral services were conducted 
February 27 by the Masonic Lodge at 
Pacific Grove, of which organization 
Mr. Trewick had been a member for 
many years. Interment was at the 
Masonic cemetery in Sacramento. 

Besides his wife, Emma Trewick, 
the veteran railroader is survived by 
three daughters: Katherine, Ellen and 
Leila; and two brothers: Archie, now 
retired on pension after almost fifty 
years with the Company as fireman 
and engineer on Salt Lake Division, 
and Harry, veteran road foreman of 
engines for the Northern Pacific at 
Tacoma. The three brothers had com- 
bined railroad service of more than 
150 years. 

Mr. Trewick was retired on pension 
January 1, 1927, closing a remarkable 
railroad career of 57 years 8 months, 
the longest continuous service in the 
history of the Company, and probably 
the longest that will ever be made. 
His service record. has” not’ been 
equaled ‘by atiy railroad :man:in the 
West, and few engineers in the United 
States have remained in a.locomotive 
cab as long as did Roger: Trewick. 
He was-in excellent physical condition 
when ‘he took: his locomotive out ‘for 


. the last trip and could have continued 


at work well beyond the compulsory 
retirement age of .70 years. 

Born at Newcastle on Tyne, Eng- 
land, on January 1, 1857, Roger emi- 
grated with his parents, first to Aus- 
tralia and then to California, arriving 
in Sacramento during 1867. The 
family remained in that city for a 
short time, while the boys went to 
school, and it was there that Roger 
saw the parade on May 10, 1869, cele- 
brating completion of the first trans- 
continental railroad. The family then 
moved to Carlin, Nev., where the 
father had taken 
work as a blacksmith 
with the Central Pa- 
cific. There were no 
schools at Carlin 
then and before 
Roger was thirteen 
years old he started 
work for the rail- 
road as an appren- 
tice in the shops. 

He was a master 
blacksmith at eight- 
een when he was 
“spotted” by Ben 
Smith, road foreman 
of engines, as promising material for 
engine service. He was persuaded to 
leave shop work and became a locomo- 
tive fireman in November, 1878. In 
two years he was advanced to engineer 
with the locomotive “Antelope” as his 
first road engine. He continued on 
the Humboldt and Truckee divisions, 
now the Salt Lake Division, until 
1898, when, after a visit to San Fran- 
cisco, he asked to be transferred to 
the Coast Division. He was engineer 
on construction trains during the time 
the last lap of the present Coast Line 
was being built and later was in pas- 
senger train service out of San Fran- 
cisco and San Luis Obispo. He had 
been on the run between Del Monte 
Junction and Pacific Grove for twelve 
years before his retirement. 

For several years Mr, Trewick was 
division chairman of the engineers’ 
brotherhood. In this work he won 
the admiration of his associates 
through his considerate and fair deal- 
ings, and the respect of his division 
officers through his loyalty and sound 
judgment. At the time of his retire- 
ment he was honored at banquets in 
San Luis Obispo and San Francisco 
which were attended by mayors of the 
two cities, neighbors and railroad as- 
sociates, who paid tribute to the man 
who had given his whole life in the

and the public.

HE history of the Texas and 

New Orleans Railroad Company 

during the period of the Civil 
War is clothed with considerable un- 
certainty and doubt. The records of 
the corporation are minus many facts 
which, were they known, would be of 
more than passing interest. 

Charles S. Potts in Bulletin No. 119 
of the Texas University on “Railroad 
Transportation in Texas,” states 
among other things: “The one road 
certainly abandoned (during the war) 
was the Texas and New Orleans, 
which had’ just been completed from 
Houston to Orange in 1861. In a 
Jetter to General J. J. Reynolds, com- 
mandant of the Fifth Military Dis- 
trict, which embraced Texas, Comp- 
troller M. C. Hamilton, August 17, 
1869, says: ‘It is not even known at 
this office whether the Texas and New 
Orleans and the Houston Tap are 
now operating their roads,’” 

From Hardy & Roberts’ “History 
of Southeast Texas,” we glean the 
following reference: “The Texas and 
New Orleans Railroad was partially 
dismantled by the Confederates in 
1865 and operation of trains was sus- 
pended for-a number of years.” 

The Texas Almanac for 1865 states 
that “T&NO trains leave Houston 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays at 
7. o'clock a.m.” The issue of this 
publication for 1867 gives the same 
information.

That the property was in process 
or reorganization is indicated by the 
Texas Almanac of 1870, which stated: 
“T&NO from Houston to Orange has 
not been in operation for nearly two 
years past. Its embarrassments and 
consequent litigation has resulted in 
an order of the court placing it in 
the hands of a receiver (J. T. Crosby} 
who is directed to have it sold in case 
elaims are not paid against it by 
March next.” 

Fortunes of War 

The same publication issued in 1871, 
covering 1870, also advises: “The 
charter of the road (the T&NO) was 
passed Sept. 1, 1866. *.* * The 
road went down and was very much 
injured during the war. It passed 
into the hands of a receiver under 
whose operation it was rebuilt and is 
now in operation from Houston to 
West Liberty, 35 miles. Receipts 
from January 1st to November 1st 
(1876) about $4,000.” 

The Texas Almanac in its issue of 
1878, covering the end of the preced- 
ing year, tersely remarks: “The Texas 
& New Orleans Railroad is out of 
operation.”

1882, until June 80, 1902, when it be- 


1872, all property, franchises, etc., of 
the Texas & New Orleans were sold 
under foreclosure to John T. Terry, 
trustee, who, according to Robert’s 
History, represented New York capi- 
talists. 

duly 16, 1875, Terry and his associ- 
ates organized a new company styled 
the “Texas & New Orleans Railroad 
Company of 1874,” and Terry con- 
veyed to the new concern all of. the 
property purchased by him as trustee, 
Subsequently the words “of 1874” 
were discontinued as not being in con- 
formity with an act passed by the 
Legislature Dec. 19, 1857. 

The new company rehabilitated the 
road to Orange, the first train out of 
Houston for that termius leaving 
October 16, 1876. Evidently opera- 
tion was continued and made stable, 
as the Texas Almanac for 1879 an- 
nounced that trains on the Texas & 
New Orleans run daily except Sun- 
day, leaving Houston 9:30 a. m., ar- 
riving Orange 4:30 p. m., also that 
line and rolling stock were in first 
class condition. 

The corporate holdings of the Texas 
& New Orleans were not changed or 
enlarged until October 28, 1882, when 
the company acquired the charter of 
the Sabine & East Texas Railway 
Company, organized originally in 
April, 1880, as the East Texas Rail- 
way Company, but title changed to 
Sabine & East Texas Railway Com- 
pany in August, 1881. This company. 
had been originally chartered for the 
purpose of rebuilding the line from 
Beaumont to Sabine Pass, destroyed 
during hostilities and..of which we. 
have made mention. 

“The Sabine & East Texas Railway 
Company, following its change in or- 
ganization, began the development of 


‘Texas -in .a northerly direction, ‘with 
the intention of ‘opening up the great 
pine forest of that section.and extend: 
Ing “its “rails toa’ point.on ‘the upper 
Sabine River -near..or .at Logansport 
and later continuing. on'to Shreveport. 
For.“some reason ‘this “project was 
abandoned -and ‘the ‘track was ‘carried 
only..to “Rockland, 80 ‘miles north of 
Beaumont, where it rested from March, 
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came part of a through route created 
py the Texas & New Orleans from 
Dallas to Beaumont, formed by. the 
grouping of owned and acquired prop- 
erties and the construction of a new 
Hne from Kaufman via Nacogdoches 
to Rockland. 

Returning to the main line of the 
Texas & New Orleans Railroad Com- 
pany and carrying its development to 
a conclusion, the records show that 
the connecting link of the Texas & 
New Orleans through route from New 
Orleans to Houston was formed by 
the organization of the Louisiana 
Western Extension March 31, 1879, 
and that work on this line, only 6.42 
miles in extent, began in March, 1878, 
and was completed to the Sabine River 
about March, 1881, where the line 
was joined to that of the Louisiana 
Western, built west from Lafayette. 
These facts have already been set 
forth, in references to the history of 
the Louisiana lines of the system. 

The story of the Texas & New Or- 
leans in the development of the route 
from Beaumont to Dallas includes, as 
has been shown, the line from Beau- 
mont to Rockland, completed in 1882; 
secondly, the purchase by the Texas 
& New Orleans of the Texas Trunk 
Railroad Company, chartered Nov. 6, 
1879, and built to Kaufman, southeast 
from Dallas, a distance of 36 miles, 
by August 1881. The Texas Trunk 
was evidently not immune to the 
causes which led to so much trouble. 
and delay to other similar projects, 
for, following its arrival at Kaufman, 
it fell into the hands of a receiver 
and there it remained to July 2, 1883, 
when it was turned over to M. FY 
Dickinson and associates, who had ac- 
quired the holdings of the company 
by foreclosure and purchase May 1, 
1888, and who had by authority of 
the state organized a new company 


of the same name June 15 of that’ 


year. 
The new company constructed by’

Following 
several additional receiverships be- 
tween November, 1885, when the 
company was again reorganized, and 
August 6, 1895, whén it was acquired 
by Erward H. Pardee, the Texas 
Trunk was sold to the Texas & New 
Orleans Railroad Company November 
25, 1899, and shortly ‘after this con- 
summation, construction was begun 
by the parent company between Rock- 
land and Gossett. Work commenced 
at Gossett on January, 1900, and the 
65.91 miles between that terminal and 
Jacksonville was completed June 30, 
1902. While this work was in prog~- 
ress, construction was in effect from 
Rockland north and track laid to Dorr 
Junction, a distance of 47.80 miles. 
At this point a connection was made 
with the rails of the Houston East & 
West Texas Railway Company, the 
route of the Texas & New Orleans 
using this line from Dorr to Bonita 
Junction, where the line diverged in’ 
a northwesterly direction to Jaeckson-' 
ville, a distance of 46.60 miles. Here, 
on May 17, 1908, connection was made 
with the rails from Dallas and the. 
through and direct route to Beaumont: 
and Sabine Pass created. At Beau- 
mont, the main track of the Texas & 
New Orleans Railroad, part of the 
Southern Pacific Sunset Route to El 
Paso and west was intersected. 


Branch to Nome 


The company constructed a branch 
from Nome on the main track be- 
tween Houston and Beaumont, to Sour 
Lake, between April 8 and July 1, 
1908, in order to serve the oil field 
which had been discovered and devel- 
oped at this location. 

A branch was also built from West’ 
Port Arthur, on the line Beaumont to 
Sabine Pass, to the refining and ship- 
ping center of Port Arthur, the south- 
ern terminus of the Kansas City

Between September, 1908, and 
‘April 25, 1909, a -branch was ‘com- 
pleted from Gallatin, a station .on the 
Dallas-Beaumont line, some nine miles 
north of Jacksonville, to Rusk, the 
Jocation of the furnaces erected many 
years previous by ‘the state for the 
reduction of the iron ores of that sec- 
tion. In 1914, August 15, the track 
and facilities of the Burr’s Ferry, 
Browndell & Chester Ratlway ‘Com- 
pany was acquired by purchase. This 
line branches east out of Rockland 
and ran a distance of 27,85 miles into 
the pine sections which were at that 
time producing much lumber. 

One other branch belonging to the 
Texas & New Orleans, yet one pos- 
sessing some claim to interest, is that 
section of track running from Hous- 
ton down Buffalo Bayou, now the 
splendid Houston Ship Channel, a dis- 
tance of 7.40 miles to Clinton. This 
little Line was incorporated September 
25, 1866, as the Texas Transportation 
Company, and some time prior to Sep- 
tember, 1876, track was laid from 
Houston to Clinton, which was given 
its name by Charles Morgan after his 
native town, Clinton, Conn, Wharves 
and terminal tracks were also con- 
structed and warehouses for the stor- 
age of cotton, wool and hides made a 
part of the dock and shipping con- 
veniences. 

This line, known later as the Clin- 
ton Branch, was operated from Sep- 
tember, 1876, to December, 1882, by 
Ghas. A. Whitney & Company, chiefly 
representing the Morgan Company’s 
rail and steamer lines. On December 
81, 1882, the Texas Transportation 
Company passed into the active con- 
trol of the M. L. & T. R. KR. & S. 8. 
Co. by which corporation it was oper- 
ated until transferred to the Southern 
Pacific Company. The property was

The ‘Clinton road was of importance 
particularly .in. its operation as part 
of the service furnished by the Mor- 
gan steamer:lines out of Morgan City. 
For several years the little red freight 
vessels, each with ‘some accommoda- 
tion for passengers, made the Clinton 
docks, exchanging cargoes, those out- 
bound being chiefly the native prod- 
ucts of Texas. 

When the completion of the rail 
line from New Orleans enabled the 
more expeditious shipment of freights, 
the ships ceased their operation into 
Clinton as well as to the other Gulf 
ports having rail connection. The 
company has, however, during ail the 
years between the completion of the 
all rail route and the present, main- 
tained certain facilities at Clinton, the 
branch serving various and important 
industries developed during the period. 

During 1926 and completed early in 
1927, the company erected at Clinton 
a very complete system of terminals, 
warehouses and docks, at a cost of 
over one million dollars and ships of 
the Southern Pacifie Atlantic steamer 
lines are now operating between the 
ports of the eastern seaboard and 
Clinton. This widening of the com- 
pany’s marine activities has been 
made possible by the very great im- 
provement of the Houston ship chan- 
nel to deep water of the Gulf. Ships 
drawing 80 feet may new ascend the 
channel.

Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio 
Railway Company; The Line 
Houston to El Paso 


HEN, early in 1881, the track 

of the Louisiana Western 

Railroad met that of the 
Louisiana Western Extension at the 
Sabine river, boundary between Texas 
and Louisiana, the railroad situation 
in the Southwestern Gulf coast under- 
went an immediate revolution. Rail 
communication with New Orleans and 
the vast territory west of that im- 
portant city, became an assured fact. 
This accomplishment opened a speedy 
and reliable method of transportation 
through to the commercial centers of 
Texas and rendered unnecessary fur- 
ther operation of the Morgan Line 
steamers, then in active service be- 
tween Morgan City and the several 
ports on the Texas coast. Freight and 
passengers could’ be more expedi- 
tiously handled by rail. 
The map of Texas, as of September, 
1881, shows ‘that railroads were oper- 
ating ‘between practically all of the 
important cities ‘and.towns within the 
state, ‘and “that “connections were’ in 
effect at Texarkana for 'St. Louis, and 
at::Deénison ‘for ‘Kansas City.

into Raisin Week on a national scale and each year more fame is heing attached to the colorful events celebrated 

on the closing day of that week. Within a 75 mile radius of Fresno is grown ninety per cent of the entire 

00,000,000 pound annual raisin crop of the United States. The Sun-Maid raisin plant at Fresno occupies 
20 acres and is the largest dried fruit packing plant in the world. 


Pacific was operating to Uvalde, 92 
miles west of San Antonio; and the 
Texas & Mexican had completed its 
tracks from Laredo te Corpus Christi. 
The Galveston, Houston & Henderson 
was operating Houston to Galveston, 
while the Gulf, Colorado. & Santa Fe 
had constructed its line from that port 
to a point some distance from Cle- 
burne on its way to Ft. Worth. The 
lines of the Houston & Texas Central 
Railroad were in active contact with 
nearly all the locations served at pres- 
ent, although the route from Garrett 
to Ft. Worth had only reached Wax- 
ahachie, and the lines west of Austin 
were nonexistent. Neither had the line 
Mexia to Nelleva Junction, near Nav- 
asota, been created. 

Possibly the most important factor 
served by the completion of the route 
from New Orleans to Houston in 1881 
was its connection with the Galveston, 
Harrisburg & San Antonio Railway 
(Southern Pacific) then in course of 
construction west across Texas for a 
connection with the Southern Pacific 
line building east towards El Paso 
from the Pacific Coast. This connec- 
tion was effected at a-point near the 
confluence of the Pecos River and the 
Rio Grande on January 12, 1883, and 
the transcontinental - route of the 
Southern ‘Pacific eonsummated-on that 
date,:

cent route from coast to coast. 
In Days of Republic 

The first chapter of this history was 
written on January 9, 1841, when the 
Harrisburg Railroad and Trading 
Company was granted a charter by 
special act of the Republie of Texas, 
although certain unorganized interests 
had aetually begun the construction 
of a grade in 1840. Evidently condi- 
tions were not propitious for the im- 
mediate carrying out of the plans of 
the promoters, for later the charter 
was forfeited because of noncompli- 
ance with charter provisions. 

Several years elapsed before a move 
was again made to take up the project 
of rail development and during the 
interim a significant change had come 
over the political complexion of the 
affected territory. The “Republic” of: 
Texas had ceased to exist, the loyal 
citizens of the territory involved hav- 
ing declared their fealty to the Union 
in 1844 and Texas, the state, had 
added another star to the glorious es- 
cutcheon of the rapidly growing na- 
tion, ‘ 

On February 11, 1850, by special 


_-act of the legislature of ‘Texas, the 


Buffalo : Bayou, Brazos: & Colorado 
Railway Company was chartered. The 
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title of this corporation was rather 
indicative of its objectives, and. also 
of river boundaries which in that 
period were better understood: than 
county lines, The Brazos and Colo- 
rado rivers represented important fac- 
tors in the construction :of the :con- 
templated railroad, as they were both 


wide and deep,.and their ‘valleys :sub-_: 


ject to long and sometimes excessive 
floods, with which the builders would 
necessarily have to reckon. 

The incorporators of the Buffalo 
Bayou, Brazos and Colorado Railway 
were General Sidney Sherman, Hugh 
MacLeod, John G, Todd, John Angier, 
Jonathan Barrett, E. H. Allen, Wil- 
liam M. Rice, W. A. Van Alstyne, J. H. 
Stevens, B, S. Sheppard and W. J 
Hutchins. All of these men were in- 
fluential citizens of Harris County and 
Houston. General Sherman was pos- 
sibly the most distinct force in the 
then ambitious project. The first lo- 
comotive used upon the road, and 
weighing only ten tons, yet represent- 
ing the greatest advance in steam mo- 
tive power, was named after him. 
His energy and initiative was largely 
responsible for the progress of the 
road. Wm. Rice, later an extremely 
wealthy man, endowed the Rice Insti- 
tute of Houston with some ten million 
dotlars, enabling its creation and de- 
velopment into one of the great South- 


ern educational institutions.

Double Track ‘Structure Across Suisun Bay - ae 


To Be Completed in 


ONTRACTS have been awarded 
C for constructing the Suisun 

Bay bridge and preliminary 
work has been started in preparing 
the approaches for Southern Pacific’s 
gigantic double-track railroad bridge 
which will take the place of the car 
transfer ferry steamers now carrying 
passenger and freight trains between 
Port Costa and Benicia, Calif. 

The bridge will rank twelfth among 
the bridges of the world and will. not 
be exceeded in its load-carrying ca- 
pacity by any railway bridge in the 
country. The colossal undertaking is 
a forward step in establishing a 
shorter double-track transcontinental 
line between San Francisco and all 
points east and north, Twenty min- 
utes will be cut from present passen- 
ger train schedules and two hours 
from present freight train time over 
the Overland and Shasta routes to 
the north and east, providing a more 
direct and economical route for a 
large part of the freight traffic origi- 
nating or consigned to points on the 
Coast Division south of San Francisco. 

It is expected that the $12,000,000 
project will be completed in Jess than 
two years. 

The bridge will extend over the 
upper waters of Suisun Bay from a 
point one and three quarters miles 
east of Martinez to Army Point on 
the Solano County shore. It will be 
eonstructed principally of silicon steel 
and from abutment to abutment will 
be 5608 feet long. It wil! consist 
mainly of seven 526-foot through 
truss spans, one lift span 828 feet 
long, and two deck truss spans of ap- 
proximately 264 and 504 feet. in 
length, respectively, with short steel 
viaduct approaches at both north and 
south ends. All the through spans 
will be 70 feet in the clear above 
mean higher high water and the lift 
span, which is designed to open in 
ninety seconds, will have under clear- 
ance of 135 feet above mean higher 
high water when open.

Express Business Now 
Under Management 
of Railroads 


N March 1, 1929, 1929, express service 

throughout America came under 
the management of a: new organiza- 
tion known as the Railway Express 
Agency, Inc. 

This was brought about by transfer 
of the express business and facilities 
of the American Railway Express 
Company to the express agency. Since 
all the capital stock of the latter is 
owned by 86 leading railroads of the 
United States, whose lines handle 98 
per cent of the express traffic, this 
business is now being conducted wholly 
by the railway companies. 

The number of shares of stock in 
the new corporation allotted to each 
railroad was determined by the ratio 
that the express business handled by 
each company’s line, measured by re- 
ceipts, bore to the gross business han- 
dled by all the participating railroads, 
using as basis for such comparisons 
the average of 1928 to 1926, inclusive. 
Southern Pacific holds 46 shares of 
stock, being headed in this respect 
only by the New York Central and 
Pennsylvania companies. 

Gross express revenue after deduc- 
tion of operating expenses of the 
Railway Express Agency, Inc., is ap- 
portioned to the various railroads as 
determined by the uniform express 
contract joined in by carriers and the 
express agency and these net revenues 
become railway revenue accruing from 
its express service. 

The Southern Pacific and its affil- 
jiated lines, therefore, have a direct 
concern not only in securing @ proper 
share of the express traffic, but like- 
wise in the welfare of the express 
agency. 

Contact of the Southern Pacific with 
the express agency in its territory will 
be through the office of C. J. MeDon- 
ald, mail and express traffic manager, 
with headquarters in San Francisco,

Prac- 
tically no change was made in the 
personnel of the express agency and 
the 70,000 employes will continue to 
have the same pension rights and 
other privileges of the former com- 
pany. 

The new corporation has a board of 
fifteen directors, fourteen nominated 
from the three districts into which 
the country is divided; six directors 
from the Eastern District; three from 
the Southern District; and five from 
the Western District. Each railroad 
owning shares of stock in the new 
agency is deemed to be a member of 
the district in which its lines of rail- 
road are located, or if located in more 
than one district, of the district in 
which the greater portion of its single 
track mileage is located. 

Short line railroads of the country 
which do not participate in the man- 
agement of the new organization will 
continue to share in the express busi- 
ness with the Railway Express Agency 
the same as they did under contracts 
with the American Railway Express 
Company. 


S. P. Watch Inspection 
Subject of Meeting in 
San Francisco 


AILROAD watch inspectors, and 
the many ramifications of the 
service that plays such an important 
part in the safe operation of trains, 
was thoroughly discussed by watch in- 
spectors from Tucumcari, N. M., to 
Portland, Ore., and Ogden, Utah, when 
more than 100 men engaged in this 
work for the Southern Pacific and its 
allied’ companies, attended a conven- 
tion held at Hotel Whitcomb in San 
Franciseo on March 11-12. The meet- 
ing was arranged and conducted under 
the supervision of S. A. Pope, man- 
ager of time service for the Company. 
During’ the ‘two-day. session, talks 
were made by J. B. Monahan, super-

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visor of safety for Southern Pacific; 
K. C. Ingram, general advertising 
manager, Southern Pacific; FY L. An- 
nable, general superintendent, Pacific 
Electric; Wm. S. Wollner, general

The principal address of the con-

These expenditures 
the National Government, through the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, has 
authorized by certificates of public 
convenience and necessity required by 
law. In some detail they are shown 
with map on pages 18 and 19 of this 
issue, 

The Great Northern and Western 
Pacific now seek to build lines in part 
of the territory served by this new 
construction. Their projected lines 
would have to be supported by sub- 
stantially the same traffic as supports 
these new Southern Pacific lines. 


LC. C. To Rule 


Under the national law, as ex- 
pressed by the Transportation Act of 
1920, new railways cannot be built 
and engage in interstate commerce 
without receiving approval of the 
Government, expressed through the 
affirmative action of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. This is be- 
cause, under the national policy laid 
down in the same Act, it is sought to 
avoid any unnecessary duplication of 
railway lines, since such duplication 
creates a burden of waste, This bur- 
den the public has to bear in freight 
charges and in passenger fares to 
give a fair return on their investment 
to the people who have invested their 
money in such facilities; otherwise 
the loss must fall upon investors who 
cannot now make such investments 
without approval by the National 
Government. The waste is not alone 
in the duplication of capital invested, 
but also in the operating expenses 
which are an even more serious bur- 
den upon somebody. 

This national policy. of efficiency 
and economy, both with respect to 
avoiding duplication of investments 
and all unnecessary operating ex- 
penses, followed a long period of care- 
ful consideration before it was 
adopted. There is no serious objec- 
tion by railroads or others to this 
policy of eliminating the waste re- 
sulting from the duplication of rail- 
way lines, because it is very readily 
seen that ‘such a policy isin the in- 
terest of both the public and the 
people who put their money into 
railroads, there being several millions 
of such: stockholders throughout the 
United States. 

Eliminating this-duplication means: 

(1): That actual needs -of our. de- 
veloping commerce have more capital 
to Araw upon. for useful ‘purposes;

(2) That if people feel that their 
railroad investments are not. to be 
jeopardized by duplication in the way 
of unnecessary competing facilities, 
such investments will be much safer, 
and they are, therefore, willing to 
choose them rather than the untold 
number of other kinds of investments 
that are always available; and 

(8) Feeling their investment to be 
safe, people are willing to take a 
lower rate of return than they would 
if they felt it to be speculative. This 
lessens the burden upen the public in 
giving such support to the railroads 
as will keep a free flow of money in 
that direction, necessary to give the 
facilities veally needed to care for 
the Nation’s business. 

This condition is further recognized 
by the power given the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to fix freight 
rates and fares in such a way, in the 
best of its judgment, as will allow the 
railroads of the United States to earn 
a return of 5%% upon the value of 
their properties, as determined under 
the law. The Commission has the 
discretion under the law to vary the 
percentage according to what it may 
consider to be a fair return. 

Unnecessary Duplication 

It is thus obvious that the national 
policy is not only to avoid the con- 
struction of railroads that are not 
necessary, but also to see that this 
policy is carried into practice, and 
railroads can be built only with the 
consent of the Commission, and after 
that the value of such railroads so 
built is included in the value upon 
which the Commission is directed by 
the law to create rates and fares that 
will give a reasonable return. 

The Southern Pacifie Company feels 
that the construction now proposed 
by the Great Northern from Klamath 
Falls south to Lookout, Modoc County, 
approximately 80 miles, and by the 
Western Pacific from Lookout south 
to a point of connection with their 
main line at or near Keddie, 120 
miles, is substantially an unnecessary 
duplication of investments made since 
1928 by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany; and beyond that will result in 
a diversion of traffic from the north 
and south service of the Southern Pa- 
cific and its connections along the 
Pacifie Coast west of the Rocky 
Mountains; a diversion not justified 
because that service is good service 
and at low rates favorably compara- 
ble indeed from the public viewpoint 
with rates elsewhere in the United

S. P. Pioncered Territory

instances beyond their requirements 
as developed. From time to time, as 
rapidly as commerce and traffic justi- 
fied, these railroads have been not 
only extended but re-constructed, and 
their facilities increased. The service, 
freight and passenger, between Cali- 
fornia on the one hand and Oregon on 
the other, speaks for itself. It re- 


quires traffic to support good service, 
and good service over one railroad 
adequately serving a territory is far 
more important from a public view- 
point than the poor service that re~

that are’ over-numerous and in com- 
petition. 

The Southern Pacifie Company has 
within the last five years not only 
created a new north’ and south rail- 
way through the barriers of the Cas- 
eades between Oregon and California, 
but is now completing a short line 
transcontinental railway through this 
same section of southern Oregon and 
northern California by connecting its 
Cascade Line with its Ogden route 
through Alturas and Wendel, Cali- 
fornia. 

In ail these circumstances the 
Southern Pacific regretfully feels the 
necessity for appearing, as provided 
by law, in opposition to the request 
of the Great Northern and Western 
Pacific that they be permitted to cre- 
ate another north and south line be- 
tween California and Oregon, and to 
serve the territory, substantially alt 
of which so far as existing and poten- 
tial traffic is concerned, is. now served 
by the Southern Pacific, short line 
railroads, and the logging railroads of 
lumber companies. It is our belief 
that such further service as may be 
found justified can best be given by 
short extensions of these logging rail- 
roads, since timber is the chief asset 
of the country under consideration, or 
by one or more short lines’ extension 
at relatively modest cost to be made 
whenever the marketing of the timber 
to be served justifies. 

The Southern Pacific Company re- 
spectfully submits that this section, 
more than 90% of the products of 
which is derived from timber, will be 
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adequately served with the Southern’: 
Pacific projects completed or-.now 
under way. There is no question’ of 
alleged high rates to be affected by 
the coming of new roads.. There is 
no complaint from the shippers using 
these facilities as to the service; car 
supply has been ample, and the dis- 
tributing system of the Southern Pa- 
eifie is such that a car loaded at any 
station in this territory can go over 
a reasonably direct route to any rail 
point (including these on both the 
Great Northern and Western Pacific) 
in the United States, Canada, or 
Mexico; and under through rates. 


All Towns Served 


Again please look at the map on 
page 19. There is not a town of more 
than 200 people that would be served 
by the proposed construction of the 
Great Northern or Western Pacific 
railways that does not already have 
adequate railway service. Please ex- 
amine the map further and note that 
the proposed lines of the Western Pa- 
cific and Great Northern are very 
close for the most part to existing 
lines of the Southern Pacific. The 
Western Pacific’s line projected north- 
ward from Keddie,ora point near there 
on its main line, to Lookout, as far 
north as Westwood serves a territory 
already cared for by the Southern Pa- 
cifie’s Westwood line and the logging 
roads of the lumber companies. It is 
presumed that this application re- 
places the one recently made by the 
Northern California Railway which 
sought authority from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to build a

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railroad connecting with the Western 
Pacific, in connection with which, 
after public hearing, the Examiner of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
reported on January 7, 1929, to that 
Commission as follows, 

“No new territory would be opened 
that could not be served by existing 
carriers. A branch Hne from the In- 
dian Valley Railroad, following the 
loeation of the proposed road to the 
Lumber Company’s Jogging road 
would be sufficient to serve the terri- 
tory in the Indian Valley region south 
of Westwood,” 

Divert Trafic 

From Westwood north to Lookout 
the Western Pacifie proposes to build 
70 miles of Hine through a sparsely 
settled region which aside from tim- 
ber could contribute very little to the 
support of such a railroad. This part 
of the railroad which would lie west- 
ward of the Nevada-California-Ore- 
gon Railway--re-constructed railroad 
of the Southern Pacifie—would have 
to depend upon traffic diverted from 
the Southern Pacific, or which the 
Southern Pacific would otherwise re- 
ceive, to maintain it. 

The timber areas can be reached at 
very much less expense by lumber 
roads from the Southern Pacific’s 
Westwood branch, 

The Great Northern proposes to 
build south from Klamath Fails some 
80 miles to a connection with the 
Western Pacific at Lookout. For 50 
miles this Hne is in close proximity to 
the Southern Pacific line now under 
construction; the remaining 30 miles 
is without material resources other 
than timber, and is served by the 
Southern Pacific and by lumber rail- 
roads connecting with it. 

It will thus be seen that at least 
one-half the construction proposed by 
the Great Northern and Western Pa- 
‘cific is a duplication of existing lines, 
or of Hines under construction, au- 
thorized by the Commission; the’ re- 
mainder serving a territory that can 
be adequately served at very much 
less expense by ‘building branch lines 
or logging roads than will be in- 
curred in the construction proposed 
by the Western Pacific. 

The Southern Pacific chose the 
route that it did in developing a 
through line from northern California 
and Oregon east via Ogden largely 
bécause the Nevada-California-Oregon 
Railway was.already in existence. It 
had pioneered over a long period of 
years in serving with a narrow gauge 
railway the 155\-miles ‘of. territory ‘ex- 
tending northward from Wendell-on 
outhern Pacific to. Lakeview,

(3}) JUSTICE TO EXISTING IN-

000,000 referred to by the Southern Pa- 
cific was without the spur of competition. 
It carried out a program it had studied 
for many years. It was approved by the 
interstate Commerce Commission as in the 
public interest. There was not and is not 
enough immediate traffic in sight to justify 
the investinent. The construction followed 
a careful study of the development that it 
is believed to be possible in this territory 
and the new railroads built by the South- 
ern Pacific are an expression of faith 
therein. It is highly unfair to penalize 
the progressive spirit of the Southern Pa- 
cific and jeopardize its large investment 
by unnecessary competition for business 
that is not of volume sufficient to divide. 
Any such proposal should as a matter of 
elementary justice await a demonstration 
of the outcome of the pioneering work 
already done and under way by the 
Southern Pacific. 

(4) SOUTHERN PACIFIC'S POLI- 
CY IT BELIEVES TO BE IN LINE 
WITH THE NATIONAL RAILWAY 
POLICY. Under the National Transpor- 
tation Act of 1920, the railroad campanies 
are called upon to conduct their business 
with efficiency and economy. It realizes 
that the burden of unnecessary operating 
expenses, such as will be incurred through 
the duplication of lines, and the burden of 
@ relurn upon unnecessary investments, 
must fall upon the people of the country 
or else poor service be given and the in- 
westors lose all or part of their moncy. 
Southern Pacific believes that in its op- 
position to the proposed construction of 
the Great Northern and Western Pacific 
it is responsive to this national policy, as 
avell as exercising its rights under the law 
to secure proper protection for the large 
pioneering investment it has made on be- 
half of its stockholders, 

The Southern Pacific desires the 
good will and. understanding of the 
public. It has, therefore, felt it 
necessary that its viewpoint, and the 
reasons therefore, with respect ‘to the 
proposed construction of its neighbors 
should ‘be known by its patrons and 
the public generally:

This statement is presented simply 
as a foreword outlining our views 
which we trust and believe the facts 
as demonstrated will support. 

Some further facts will be of in- 
terest: 

New Route East 

The construction of 521 miles of 
new road from Eugene via Klamath 
Falls to Black Butte and Wendel is 
largely in new territory and does not 
duplicate any similar service. Jt will 
adequately serve this territory, It 
gives northern California three main 
lines and brings that section and 
southern Oregon 211 miles closer to 
eastern markets. The new track in- 
cludes the 270-mile Cascade lines, the 
155-mile Nevada - California - Oregon 
line, and the 96-mile Hne now under 
construction between Klamath Falls 
and Alturas. 

They penetrate a ‘territory Jong 
‘known as the “last. frontier” which is 
naturally,.-geographicaliy and eco- 
nomically.2:part-of the ‘territory Jong 
served :by ‘our ‘lines. 

“The ‘Cascade :Line has ‘already bet- 
teréd ‘efficient-service“by..reducing the 
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distance between California:.and’Pa--~ 
cific Northwest points. It has cut’: 
the running time of trains to-22 hours 
from 28 hours between San Francisco 
Bay points and Portland and beyond, 

The construction of the standard 
gauge track over the Nevada-Cali- 
fornia and Oregon line and the pres- 
ent construction from Alturas to 
Klamath Falls will reduce by 211 
miles the most used route between the 
East and western and southern Ore- 
gon. It is not only shorter than the 
present line but it will also permit 
faster operation since its curves and 
grades are much more favorable. 

The connection of the Nevada-Cali- 
fornia-Oregon line with the Cascade 
line at Klamath Falls will substan- 
tially provide all of northern Cali- 
fornia and southern Oregon with a 
new transcontinental line. It will also 
open this territory directly to San 
Francisco on the south, and Portland 
and the Northwest on the north via 
the Cascade line connection at 
Klamath Falls. 

These new lines with their great 
expenditures for construction are only 
at the beginning of their earning 
service to the Company. For a return 
in dollars earned we must look to the 
future for the territory they serve is 
now only in a pioneer stage with ton- 
nage produced of modest volume ac- 
cordingly. Please note the map on 
page 19, 

Study the Facts 

With the above facts in mind I now 
ask your consideration of the appli- 
eation of the Great Northern and 
Western Pacific to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for permission 
to build a new line from Klamath 
Falls, Ore, to Lookout in Modoc 
County, Calif., thence to a point near 
Keddie, Calif., on the Western Pacific, 
approximately 200 miles. This pro- 
posed line would parallel and lie be- 
tween the Southern Pacific’s Cascade 
Hine on the west and its Nevada-Cali- 
fornia-Oregon line on the east. 

First it should be pointed out that 
there exists the most severe traffic 
competition between California and 
the Northwest, including the Inland 
Empire and Montana. The Shasta 
route between California and the 
North has the competition of four 
steamship lines operating on fixed 
schedules and rates. Three of these 
steamship lines carry through rate 
connection with rail lines between the 
northern ports and interior points as 
far east as Montana. These steam- 
ship lines, in conjunction with the 
rail lines in the Northwest, create the 
severest competition the Southern Pa- 
cific has to meet anywhere on the 
Coast primarily because of the low 
cost of water transportation. 

The common belief that competition 
will reduce rates. should also be 
pointed out -as erroneous... Rates are 
regulated by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. In. a\.recent..case -in- 
volving construction of ‘railroad. lines 
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of eastern Oregon, Commissioner 
Myers of the Interstate Commerce 
Comm: stated in a concurring 
opinion: 

“The introduction of competition in 
a different form and in a territory 
where it does not now exist to the 
extent which some regard as desir- 
able is an elusive and theoretical con- 
sideration upon which much emphasis 
is laid in the report but which rail- 
road development everywhere in this 
and in other countries has demon- 
strated to be unsound. The theory of 
competition as upplied to railroads 
and a more or less dogmatic reliance 
upon it has been in my judgment the 
greatest single error in our national 
policy towards railroads. The undue 
stress which this report lays upon 
competition tends to perpetuate this 
fallacy. 

“Under paragraph (18) of Section 
1 of the act, we are empowered to 
authorize the construction of new 
railroads or the extension of existing 
railroads upon a showing of public 
convenience and necessity. The pur- 
pose of this provision, as is well un- 
derstood, was that the construction of 
useless and harmful mileage should 
cease and that only such new mileage 
should be created as would add to the 
utility and efficiency of our national 
system of transportation, Unless 
sound transportation considerations 
justify new construction, we have no 
right under the law te authorize it.” 

No New Route 

The new line offers no shorter route 
or new markets, Between California 
and Spokane and East the line of the 
Southern Pacifie’s Cascade route, 
Chemult and the Great Northern will 
be shorter than the proposed route 
via Great Northern extension and the 
Western Pacific. It would parallel or 
duplicate our own new construction in 
that territory. It would jeopardize 
our earnings and investment in this 
comparatively new country which 
needs a very considerable develop- 
ment to create trafic. 

in view of this situation affecting 
our pioncer effort in the development 
of northern California and southern 
Oregon by the construction of 521 
miles of track now nearing comple- 
tion, you will recognize what the con- 
struction of the proposed competitive 
lines mean, and that present and po- 


tential traffie created in this territory ~ 


should, for every economic and ge- 
ographic reason, move over our lines, 
which were first built to serve this 
territory. 

So-that our position may not be

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Railroaders May Enlist 
in S. P. Battalion of 
Army Reserve 


Tis not generally known to railway 

employes that in the Government's 
program of preparedness there are 
reserve engineer railway battalions 
composed of active railroad officers 
and employes assigned to various 
large railway systems and that on 
our railroad it is known as the 616th 
Engineer Railway Battalion, 

This battalion has been in process 
of organization for the past five 
years, but, due to the policy of the 
War Department not to commission 
any person from civil life in'a grade 
higher than second lieutenant unless 
he held a higher grade during the 
World War, it has not been possible 
to fill the organization even to its 
officer strength. These regulations 
have now been amended, insofar as 
railway engineer battalions are con- 
cerned, and it is possible to obtain 
original appointments as captains and 
first Heutenants in addition to that of 
second lieutenant. 

The commanding officer of the 616th 
Engineer Railway Battalion is J. J. 
Sullivan, assistant superintendent of 
the Shasta Division, who has the rank 
ef major in the Engineer’s Reserve. 
He functioned in a similar capacity 
during the World War as a captain, 
first as assistant superintendent and 
later as division superintendent at 
Gievres, France, a terminal and divi- 
sion well known to the large number 
of railway employes who saw foreign 
service. 

A. H. Babcock, electrical engineer 
of this Company, is the executive 
officer designated by the president of 
Southern Pacific through whom con- 
tact is maintained between the rail- 
road and the Army authorities. 

War Department regulations pro- 
vide that Engineer Railway Battalions 
will be so organized by Corps Area 
Commanders of the Army as to utilize 
the trained personnel of the railroad 
to which the battalion is allocated. It 
is not the policy to subject such bat~ 
talions to unit training because the 
members would be so widely sep- 
arated and their primary training 
would’ be secured through their peace- 
time occupations. From time to time 
officers may be ordered to active duty 
for a two-weeks’ period of training, 
but this is only done with the officer’s 
consent and is purely voluntary. 

The Headquarters staff of the bat- 
talion is composed of a captain (ad- 
jutant), captain . (asst. superinten- 
dent), captain (division storekeeper 
and supply .officer), first lieutenant 
(chief dispatcher), and first lieutenant 
(signal supervisor}. . There are three 
companies, |.Maintenance of. Way, 
Maintenance of Equipment;.and Oper- 
ating. . The Maintenance. of Way:com~- 


pany is commanded by a.captain:(di- 
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vision engincer), with. a. first ‘Heuten- 
ant (supervisor .of /B. -& -B,), first 
lieutenant (readmaster), and second 
lieutenant (asst. ‘engineer).. ~The 
Maintenance of Equipment company 
is commanded by -a captain (master 
mechanic), with a. first Heutenant 
(mechanical engineer), first Heutenant 
{general shop foreman), and second 
Heutenant (general car foreman or 
master car repairer), The Operating 
company is commanded by a captain 
({trainmaster), assisted by a first 
lieutenant (road foreman of engines), 
first lieutenant (asst. trainmaster), 
and second lieutenant (yardmaster). 

There are allotted in the Non-Com- 
missioned grades, three master ser- 
geants, ten technical sergeants, eigh- 
teen staff sergeants, forty-three ser- 
geants, and sixty-eight corporals. 
These non-commissioned grades are 
granted to chief clerk, train dis- 
patchers, wrecking foreman, sergeant 
major, head draftsman, telegraph line 
foreman, B. & B. foremen, asst. road- 
master, head electricians, asst. train- 
masters, asst. road foremen of en- 
gines, ete. 

Any officers or employes interested 
in the organization of this battalion 
may communicate direct by U. S. mail 
with Mr. Sullivan at Dunsmuir, who is 
in a position to furnish application 
blanks to be filled out for commissions 
and any information that might be 
desired concerning the organization. 
Communications should indicate the 
occupation of the writer, post office 
address, whether or not service was 
had during the World War and, if so, 
the name of the organization and 
grade or rank held.

Take fifteen drops and, if it produces 
no unpleasant symptoms, two tea- 
spoonfuls should be taken in the 
morning before breakfast after an
